Regarding tho estimates made to the 


Auditor for the Common schools, it Is a 
difficult matter at this time to rmggrest 
where any of the items of expense might 
be cut. The item of "betterments, streets 
and seTvoru" of $12.500 has been nearly 
all spent or contracted for. The item for 
"buildings, repair of damage by earth- 
quake" of $8,500 has bocn spent on the 
work oidored. It is difficult to estimate 
what will bo noces.saiy to expend for 
t' mporary buildings, but we think we can 
get along with an expenditure oC $4,000, 
making1 a, aa\ ing of $6,000. 


In the itnm of "moving1 and fitting up 
cchool buildings" we arc confident that 
$500 can be saved nn this Item. New fur- 
nJtuie. a saving ot, say, $4,000.

diligence that is in admit able contrast to the dilatory methods 
prevailing in the offices of too many sheriffs. 
Barnet,, while ex- 


ceedingly amiable and kind to his subordinates, will pern^of no 
slackness or martana, hence the business of his office is di^fitched 
with celerity and method. 
His force has effectively assisted the 


District Atorney in bringing criminals to justice. 


With this record before them the voters of Alatneda county 


cannot afford to dispense with Mr. Barnet's services at this time. 
A man of his calibre and energy is greatly needed in the Sheriff's 
office, a fact to which the public is generally alive, and in conse- 
quence Frank Barnet will be re-elected by a rousing majority.

Mr. Jaynes, general manager 
of the Western Union, and Mr Storer, general manager for the 
Postal, should take this matter in hand at once and provide Oakland 
with an adequate service. The profit from the business originating 
here must be enormous, it is certainly large enough and lucrative 
enough to justify speedier transmission and 
prompter delivery.

•vly served. Oakland pays for a good telegraph seivice and should 
get it.

In the Island

HAVANA. Sept. 25.—The real test as

As all of 
the government officials prefer Ameri- 
can Intervention to government by the 
present rebels, the natural public ex- 
pectation Is that President Palma •will 
resign. 


General Freyre Andrade, speaker of 
the lower house, in conversation with 
a correspondent of the Associated 
Press today, made tha following state-

"If the Americans wish to take our 
government and give it to the rebels 
they may dq so, but not with our con- 
sent 
We snail never consent to the 


holding of new elections' It would not 
only be a great injustice, but If the 
rebeki won, Cuba would have the worst 
elements in control, and If the govern- 
ment won, we would have another rev- 
olution on our hands."

In regard to regulating excavations
